Diphtheria » 

One  case  of  diphtheria  vjas  notified  and  this  vias 
confirmed  bacteriologically . 


Throat  and  nasaX  swabs  were  taken  from  114  members  of  the 
Stc'vff,  Domestic  Staff  and  Pupils  at  the  School  and  C.  diphtheria 
mitis  was  isolated  from  the  nose  of  a member ^of  the  domestic  staff. 
The  na,sal  carries?  was  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital  and  no 
further  cases  were  reported. 


Immun i s at i o n . 

During  the  year  178  children  were  given  a Primciry 
inoculation  and  453  vjere  given  a ’’booster”  dose . 


Dysentery . 

It  vk'S  reported  by  the  Head  Mistress  of  an  Infant  School 
in  the  Borough  on  9th  kky,  1951,  that  one  of  her  teachers  was 

absent  v;ith  Gastro-enteritis . It  was  thought  that  she  had  een 
infected  by  one  of  the  pupils,  who  had  soiled  his  clothes  whilst 

in  school. 

On  investigation  it  was  found  that  11  chiltoen  had  been 
absent  from  school  with  diarrhoea  and  sictoess,  8 of  these 
nh-ilf^-cen  had  returned  to  school  after  a short  illness  lastmt, 
than  a week.  ^ They  were  excluded  from  school 

a bacteriological  examincition  of  the  stools.  f*r»oYn 

positive  for  Shigella  Sonnei  and  the  children  were  excluded  from 
school.  They  were  instructed  to  report  to  their  general 
r>r‘^ctitioner  and  a copy  of  the  report  was  sent  to  the  doctor.  Stools 
Se?f  examined  from  the  Cent  eon  Staff  and  any  member  of  the  school, 
who  had  renently  suffered  from  diarrhoea;  these  were  negative.,. 

On  the  28th  May,  1951,  it  was  reported  that  a child  in 
each  of  3 other  schools  in  the  area  was  absent  with  diarrhoec.  The 
stools  of  each  child  was  positive  for  Shigella  Sonnei. 

Later  6 other  children  from 

were  notified  as  suffering  from  diarrhoea  and  their  stools  were  ^ ^ 
found  positive’ for  Shigella  Sonnie . 

The  infection  proved  very  resistant  to  treatment  and  the 
duration  in  most  cases  was  a month’s  absence  from  school.

The  Hge'ocI  Teachers  of  Irvfant  and  Primry  Schools  were 
asked  to  notify  any  children  suffering  from  dis.rrhoea  and  their 
stools  were  examined  for  Shigella  Sonnei.  /ifter  13th  June,  1951, 
no  further  cases  were  reported o 

It  is  thought  that  if  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of 
diarrhoea  occur  in  a school,  the  Head  Teacher  should  iramedia.tely 
report  the  fact  to  the  M.O.H,  It  is  not  univeifally  realised  that 
o-lthough  the  symptoms  may  have  abated,  the  child  may  continue  to 
excrete  the  organism.  In  the  nrijority  of  these  cases  the 
dursution  of  the  symptoms  was  a few  do.ys  and  the  child  returned  to 
school. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis . 


In  1950  three  cases  were  notified  but  this  year  there  is 
a nil  return.  Previous  to  this  the  district  had  been  free  from 
Poliomyelitis  since  1945.
